TRANS-ATLANTIC AIR LINES 

A billion dollars probably would 
be required to put 100,000 Ameri- 
can airplanes and 10,000 to 20.000 
aviators into the war. Allen R. Haw- 
ley, president of the Aero Club of 
America, told a subcommittee of the 
House Miliatrv Affairs Committee.

THE LATEST WAR NEWS 

The Canadians have taken another 
hack at the German lines protecting 
Lens and have captured first-line po- 
sitions before Avion and Leauvette. 
When the battle ended and the Cana- 
dians bepan the work of consolidatinp 
their newly won positions their line 
extended to within one mile of the 
center of Lens. 

Brazil has revoked her decree of 
neutrality and Germnny has a new 
foe arrayed apainst her. 

U-boats have been able to sink 59 
per cent, of the munitions tonnape 
from North America to Great Brit- 
ain, accordinp to a statement made 
yesterday in the House of Commons 
by Dr Addison, Minister of Muni- 
tions. 

Corp. James Norman Hall, Ameri- 
can aviator and member of the La- 
fayette Flyinp Squadron, was shot 
throuph the lunp during a fipht with 
eipht German airmen. 

American troop ships have suc- 
cessfully braved the terrors of Ger- 
many's submarine warfare and land- 
ed two continpents of American 
fiphtinp forces in France — men of 
the repular United States army. The 
troops, the first to reach the war sea, 
were preeted enthusiastically on their 
unexpected arrival bv the townspeo- 
ple of the port at which thev de- 
barked. The men. all in fine fettle, 
have been sent to a nearby traininp 
camp, whence they are expected to 
proceed soon to a point near the bat- 
tlefront, there to remain until they 
are sent apainst the enemy. 

In the Asiapo plateau zone the 
Austrian artillery has shattered po- 
sitions taken recently by Italians and 
reoccupied them. Viena claiminp 1.- 
800 were taken as prisoners. Lively 
fiphtinp continues between Russians 
and Austro-Germans, especially in 
Galicia. 

Mines or Teutonic allied subma- 
rines were responsible for the sink- 
inp last week of twenty-one British 
vessels of more than 1,600 tons each 
and seven under 1,600 tons, accord- 
inp to the weekly British Armiralty 
statement. 

Canadian troops practically have 
clinched the capture of Lens, the 
important coal center lonp held by 
the Germans, and the town already 
has been enveloped on three sides. 
The latest smash at the German lines 
resulted in the capture of La Coul- 
otte, a mile south of Lens.
